America Takes Notice 


Mr. Wendell Willkie, who has accepted 
nomination as Republican candidate for 
the American Presidency, differs very 
little from President Roosevelt himself in 
his attitude towards the European war. 
Certainly no Republican would have dared 
to speak six months ago as Mr. Willkie 
spoke on Saturday He said outright that 
a defeat for Great Britain would plunge 
the United States into grave danger, For 
many years past the British Navy has 
controlled the Atlantic, leaving America’s 
almost equally large navy free to concen- 
trate its energies on the defence of the 
Pacific coast. If, says Mr. Willkie, the 
British Navy should be lost or captured, 
the Atlantic might come under the domina- 
tion of Germany—“ a Power hostile to our 
way of life’’—and the United States, for 
her own protection, would be compelled to 
distribute her ships between the two 
oceans. Haunted by this fear, the 
Republican candidate has accepted, 
virtually in so many words, the policy 
of his Democratic opponent. Thecharacter 
of the forthcoming election for the White 
House assumes a new interest. Until a 
short while ago it was possible that the 
election would be, in large measure, a 
tussle between ‘‘isolationism’’ and “‘ non- 
isolationism,’’ but, where neither of the 


candidates adopts an ‘‘isolationist’’ atti- 
tude, other issues are bound to prevail. 


Both President Roosevelt and Mr. Wendell 
Willkie advocate that all possible help 
shall be sent to Great Britain. Neither

Eggs More Plentiful 


Eggs were rather more plentiful in 
London during the week-end, and it is 


into operation to-morrow, increasing the 
retail prices by three a dozen, will 
encourage a more even distribution to the 
large centres of population, where the 
scarcity has been pronounced. The new 
prices are of a temporary character pend- 
ing the introduction of a more compre- 
hensive plan for dealing with prices and 
distribution. Hitherto eggs from Eire 
have been covered by two grades, but from 
to-morrow prices are increased by three- 
pence a dozen, and a third grade is 
introduced. Eggs from Eire will be known 
as category 2, and the three grades will be 
‘“‘A,”’ for eggs weighing 17lb. per 120; 
“ B,” for those weighing 15lb., and ‘ C,”’ 
for 121b. For grade ‘‘A’’ the maximum 
price on a sale by an imvorter to a whole- 
saler is fixed at 23s. 6d.; the maximum 
wholesale price is 24s. 6d.; and the retail 
price 2s. 9d. a dozen. The prices for grade 
“BB” are 21s.. 22s., and 2s. 6d., and for 
grade ‘‘C ”’ 18s. 6d., 19s. 6d.. and 2s. 3d. 
respectively. Irish eggs met with a ready 
sale when they were available in London 
a few weeks ago, but since then they have 
been in limited supply.

Saddle-making, like many other 
industries, is suffering from lack of 
apprentices, as there have been none for 
some years, and soon it will be too late to 
revive what is fast becoming a lost art.

S IX hundred German bombers and protecting fighters flew over 
the Channel yesterday in an effort to test the defences of the 

London area. They were strongly challenged by the Royal Air 

Force, and some of the raiders were unable to reach the shore. 


Those who succeeded in escaping the coast defences flew 
inland and bombed a wide area of the Home Counties and some 
Several aerodromes were attacked, 


For the first time Londoners heard their anti-aircraft guns open 
fire, and batteries were also in action along the coast from Essex to 


Forty-two bombers travelling towards the London area were 
attacked and forced back before they reached their objective. 
The following claims were made in last night’s reports :— 


GERMANY.

Fierce “‘deg-fights’’ were fought in 
al sunshine ao the San ae as coves 
of German rs, escorted fighters, 
tried to pierce south east Blas” défences. 
Heavy explosions from the direction of the 
French coast were heard through the haze 
over the Straits ot Dover after Royal Air 
Force planes had been seem flying out to sea.

SNAKES AND LADDERS 


Just before the attack was delivered scores 
of German fighters appeared high in the sky, 
and put out trails in the shape of crescents, 
hoops and lines like a crazy pattern of 
snakes and ladders several miles long that 
seemed to fill the whole sky. 
One pilot drew a huge hoop and crossed 
the lower jaw with a short, straight line, 
completing a Fa sickle, or letter '“G.” 
Squadrons of Spitfires and Hurricanes swept 
up te intercept the raiders, and the coast 
line echoed with the crackle of machine-gun 
and cannon fire and the screaming whine of 
diving ‘planes. After a violent ‘‘ dog-fight”’ 
the British pilots sent the German ‘planes 
hurrying for the French coast. They were 
seen racing out to sea, with shell puffs burst- 
ing in the sky close to their tails.

A German fighter which lagged behind was 
tackled by a Spitfire and disappeared spinnin 
out of contro Most of the fighting too 
place at such «= height that it could not be 
seen from the ground.

The stutter of machine-gun fire 
was heard again, followed by the noise of a 
big formation of ‘planes flying out to sea at 
a tremendous height. 

Four parallel trails of smoke appeared close 
together above the sea mist, and lengthened 
towards the English coast. As the ‘planes 
making them approached the, shore they 
swung round in a wide sweep, and left behind 
a great loop of smoke.

Rather there is a longing only that they 
shall come again in greater numbers in order 
that we may continue to take the fearful toll 
of them that wa have already taken. If 
these air raids increasing in trequency and 
in numbers, are the prelude of invasion, we 
can only say that the prelude has proved 
but a melancholy failure. The day may come 
—and may not too far distant—when we 
as spectators shall again ud the victory 
march through: our streets of those who saved 
the world. The British people will have 
cheers for as :hey by—soldiers, 
sailors and civilians. But it may be that 
when the survivors of the Royal Air Force 
come along the cheers will be choked in the 
throats of the most enthusiastic; and,, 
g those who have not survived, 
atid all we owe to them, we shall fall in 
thankfulness upon our knees.”’
